The  little  farm-  ll  form  Iteoufcl  be  called 
—of  Oratgewd,  bad  hitherto  sacapml  Ike 
spoilers,  ll  lef  thoroughly  sheltered  from 
notice  In  a  nook  n<  the  hltle,  where  the 
steep  braes,  receding  from  n  email  and 
rapid  stream,  left  room  for  a  meadow  or 
level  space  w)  some  sixty  scree  ta  relent. 
At  the  upper  sad  of  this  tract  of  foruie 


land,  stood  the  (teal  or  tower  of  Cr*ig-en<l 
a  rude  building  of  rough  stone,  tlio-e 
stories  in  height,  surrounded  hy  a  wall 
and  otii-buildiiig't.  the  latter  constructed 
chiefly  of  mild  and  turf,  and  serving  as  n 
shelter  for  the  cattle  at  nigt-t  Not  far 
from  the  lower,  the  stream  tumbled  over  s 
precipice  In  a  considerable  cascade,  and 
after  winding  trom  side  to  sidont  the  val 
ley,  It  issued  at  the  lower  end  through  a 
pass  »o  narrow,  intricate  and  precipitous, 
that  live  resolute  men  might  easily  hold  it 
against  a  hundred.  The  holdur  of  this 
little  fortalice  was  Halbeit  Scott,  or  llal 
ImtI  of  Craig  end.  a  retainer  of  the  laird 
•  d  Fernichuntt.  who  in  hi*  turn  owed  feud¬ 
al  service  to  the  lord  of  Bucdengh.  Hal 
liert  was  an  old  wan,  unable  to  bear  arm*, 
bat  hit  two  sons,  Ambrose  and  David 
ware  with  their  lord,  helpiug  to  garrison 
■he  stronghold  of  Feruiehuiat,  which  la) 
but  s  few  miles  distant  across  the  hills. 

Duncan  Scott  was  Elsie's  cousin,  and 
her  betrothed  loves.  This  was  by  no 
means  their  first  quarrel.  C»^ Duncan  was 
jealous  and  Elsie  was  pround,  but  nevei 
had  matter*  gone  so  far  between  them  a* 
now.

Mr.  Editor.— As  the  subject  of  educa 
tion  has  received  n.ucb  attention  in  the  co¬ 
lumns  of  the  Gazette,  perhaps  it  may  in 
tereot  some  of  your  readers  to  glance  over 
a  few  remarks  that  may  not  be  considered 
altogether  orthodox.  I  have  just  been 
reading  an  article  in  the  N.  Y.  Commercial 
Adnortioer ,  on  this  subject,  which  like 
some  of  your  tearless  editorials  on  Town 
affairs,  contain*  both  pith  aud  point,  and 
spaaka  for  itself  upon  the  manner  in  which 
the  youth  of  the  present  day  are  crammed 
with  knowledge  of  various  kinds,  that  in 
a  majority  ol  cases  will  be  of  little  use  to 
them  in  after  life.  I  enclose  the  article  to 
you,  thinking  it  may  have  escaped  your 
notice.  It  is  a  deplorable  fact  that  much  of 
this  stuffing  process  is  for  the  gratificatiot 
of  Teachers  and  others  connected  with  our 
educational  institutions,  whose  particular 
-  vaU-uis  must  lie  carried  out,  regard  leak 
dike  of  the  tastes  or  inclinations  of  the 
choUr.  whose  welfare  in  the  future  would 
*eem  to  be  a  matter  not  taken  into  consid¬ 
eration.  When  it  shall  be  thoroughly  on 
deratood  by  those  wbo  naaume  the  import¬ 
ant  office  of  educator,  that  but  few  per¬ 
sons  are  capable  of  doing  many  thing* 
well,  and  that  to  distract  the  miuil  with 
many  pursuits,  will  surely  lead  to  incom¬ 
petency  in  any  particular  calling,  theu  wr 
may  expect  to  see  the  graduates  of  our 
modern  schools  fill  the  positions  in  prac¬ 
tical  life  that  strict  attention  to  the  stud¬ 
ies  that  have  a  iiesring  on  the  profeiMnn 
or  business  chosen,  will  enable  the  n  to  fill 
with  credit  to  themselves  and  those  con¬ 
cerned  in  their  education.  Of  what  use 
is  it  for  our  young  friends  to  he  able  to 
repeat  with  parrot  like  volubility,  that  the 
second  root  is  equal  to  half  the  coefficient 
of  the  second  term  of  the  reduced  equa¬ 
tion,  taken  with  the  contrary  sign,  minus 
the  square  root  of  the  second  member  in- 
crew  ed  by  the  square  of  half  like  oneffi 
cienf  of  the  second  term,  while  they  are 
unable  to  answer  a  simple  practical  qnes 
lion  In  elementary  Arithmetic  that  doe* 
not  happen  to  be  down  ia  the  books.  We 
are  told  that  much  that  it  learned  hy  rote 
although  not  perlectly  understood  by  the 
*‘tident  at  thotiine  It  ia  committed  to  mem 
ory.  will  come  to  them  as  they  grow  older; 
do  those  who  make  the  aaaertion  also  coo 
dder  how  much  will  depart  from  them)  If 
human  life  were  lo  continue  fora  thousand 
vrara  there  might  be  an  excuse  for  the 
cramming  process,  hut  as  lifo  it  short  and 
the  period  devofrd  to  the  acquisition  of 
knowledge  bat  a  brief  one,  it  would  seem 
the  part  of  wisdom  for  thn*e  who  set  thrm- 
arlves  op  sa  the  educators  of  the  youth  of 
the  land,  to  devise  some  means  whereby 
•-ach  student  under  their  care  may  make 
the  moat  of  the  advantages  which  our  Fiee 
School  system  offers  to  all.  Th#  number 
nf  incompetents  in  every  walk  of  life  is  s 
standing  reproach  opon  Die  method*  adopt¬ 
ed  for  the  instruction  of  the  young.  Thera 
are  few  that  have  tot  a  talent  for  some¬ 
thing,  ta  a  greater  or  leas  degree,  which 
ahould  he  encouraged  by  proper  means, 
while  the  fart  is  conceded  that  many 
Whose  s stars)  gifts  would  lead  to  acccesa 
in  some  particular  Tooatioa.  may  be  very 
obtuse  wl  ro  compelled  by  fotroe  of  oirctam- 
efsncee  to  follow  so  occupation  that  b  die 
tasteful ;  hew  foolish  then  to  suppose  that 
the  same  treatment  will  answer  for  all.  A* 
well  might  Hie  I*by«!eie!l  purer  rim  the 
istas  ruutnillw  fnr  all  illemuiie  While  ill* 
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itreatly  to  the  credit  of  the  noble  otci 
women  that  have  made  educa  tins  their 

study  and  life  work,  that  so  many  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  made  ia  the  modes  of  im¬ 
parting  instruction,  it  must  be  confrsued 
that  in  the  matter  here  hinted  at,  they  are, 
(to  ute  an  expressive  word,  feme.)  Why 
not  recognize  the  foot  that  each  one’s  par¬ 
ticular  talent  or  aptitude  for  any  pursuit  (n 
life  should  be  encouraged  somewhat  to  the 
exclusion  of  general  information,  which 
will  lie  sought  for  when  the  need  In  foil  hy 
the  student,  and  obtained  more  easily  than 
if  forced  upon  an  unwilling  recipient. 
There  is  too  little  laith  put  in  the  natural 
aptitudes  of  children,  who  often,  that  they 
may  obtain  a  prize  or  a  high  mark  for  good 
recitations,  sre  led  to  exert  themselves  In 
a  direction  that  will  remit  in  little  benefit 
to  themselves,  while  important  time  ia 
worse  than  wasted,  that  rightly  directed, 
might  have  led  to  increased  usefulness 
throughout  their  career.  As  proof  of 
these  assertions  how  many  thst  are  tho¬ 
roughly  posted  in  si)  the  rule*  of  Gram¬ 
mar  snd  Rhetoric,  that  cannot  writ*  a 
readable  article,  while  the  reverse  is  often 
the  case  thst  those  who  have  never  studied 
•■ither,  may  be  good  writer*  or  speaker*. 
The  writer  of  this  article  has  in  mind  an 
acquaintance  who  cannot  tell  an  adverb 
from  a  preposition,  or  scarcely  ever  peeped 
between  the  coven  rf  a  work  on  composi¬ 
tion,  who  can  yet  write  a  great  deal  better 
article  than  many  who  prrrfom  to  teach 
these  guides  to  a  proper  style  of  express¬ 
ing  one's  thoughts.  That  reform  Is  needed 
in  this  matter,  Mr.  Editor  is  very  evident, 
and  I  hope  to  see  your  able  pen  engaged  in 
"tirring  up  the  hrotherhoid  of  teachers, 
that  they  may  awaken  to  a  sense  ot  their 
reaponsiliility  and  contrive  some  system  to 
detect  the  varied  canabilitie*  of  the  young 
under  their  charge  that  they  may  make  the 
m<>et  of  the  talents  Implanted  in  them  by 
natire.'nstesd  as  before  asserted. hindering 
their  advancement  by  direeting  their  efforts 
in  a  chanm  I  that  may  lead  to  a  lamentable 
failure  in  thrir  voyage  of  life.  A  gentle 
hjnt  in  this  connection  concerning  an  old 
friend  called  Webster’s  Dictionary,  which 
hay  been  apparently  banished,  except  aa  a 
liook  of  reference,  in  onr  schools,-  may  not 
be  inappropriate.  If  thia  good  old  friend 
were  reinstated  in  its  former  poeition,  it 
would  undoubtedly  be  productive  of  much 
good  sa  It  certainly  is  the  flret  foundation 
of  a  sound  education,  while  Its  absence  ia 
plainly  indicated  by  the  oft  recurring  ques¬ 
tion*  concerning  the  definition*  of  common 
words  by  children  of  pretty  large  growth.
